Regarding the bike hoops, thanks for letting Niki know the latest. My 
Committee would like them removed since we have the new LADOT 
meter hitches now. We see the hoops as street clutter. 

Attached is the Gruen Associations streetscape plan for Westwood 
Village from 1991. In the document, it says the bike hoops, and other 
improvements, were to be paid for by an assessment district. 

The items were installed so I'm assuming an assessment district was 
passed to pay for the items, but this assessment district doesn't exist 
anymore. Since the hoops aren't owned by the City, and the former 
assessment district is ancient history, it would make sense to me that 
the new assessment district (BID) has inherited this orphaned street 
furniture and has the authority to make decisions about their future, 
including remove them. I don't see another option. 

Let me know what you think. Maybe I'm looking at this wrong.
